* count of the moſt Impious and Bloody Conſpiracy againſt the perſon of His moſt Sacred Majeſty, and his

their Helliſh purpoſes; And not knowing how far their wicked Defigns may proceed, We held it our Dury 
in tbis juncture of Afﬀairs, co preſent, that we have {trong apprehenſions of great Danger from a difſaffeted 
party in this County, who did openly ſhew ther Principles, by preſenting a Sedirious Addreſs to Miles Fleert- 
whoed and John Parkburft Eſqs; at the laſt EleCtion of Knights of the Shire, tending to the alteration of the 
Succeſſion of the Crawn, and anlnrended 4ſſociation in it to that purpoſe; withan aſſurance that they would 
ſtand by them with their Lives and Forrunes, without any regard or notice taken of the Kings Authority, 
or their Allegiance or Duty towards their Sovereign. And having obſerv'd, that. ſince that time, they have 
had and held feveral Mebcaves, Clubs and Cabals, which We cannot bur think was to carry on the ſaid purpo- 
ſes, and uth=r dangerous Defrgns againſt rhe Government; and their Diſcourſes being notoriouſly bold, and 
their Party genetally furniſhr wirh a proportion of /rms rather for ſome Dangerous Deſigns, than for the uſe 
"of Private Perſons, which, o__ Search could not be found, but were hid and conceal'd. .
